A fupdamenial principle of law says that after 
a certain length of time the right to institute an 
action terminates. This principle is called the sta- 
tute of limitations. There is one law, however — 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964 — that contains no 
such provisions with regard to retroactive financial 
obligations of an employer. 

The main purpose of the Civil Rights Act was 
to reduce and eliminate descrimination. Equal op- 
portunity for all as a philospohy and as a person- 
nel practice was to lead to more jobs, promotions 
and upgrading. Retroactive financial restitution 
was not visualized. Yet financial penalties, often 
based on a new interpretation of the law, have be- 
come widespread. Payments, when required, may 
go all the way back to 1965, the date the Civil 
Rights Act become effective. Too frequently, they 
are granted to groups or classes cf employees. An 
authority on the subject has pointed out that there 
is no other law that permits back pay awards with- 
out a reasonable statute of limitations. For exam- 
ple, the limit is two years in the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act. As the Civil Rights Act now stands, it 
penalizes those who seek the hardest to live up to 
the spirit of the law and the equal opportunity 
philosophy. In the long run, the excessive liability 
imposed on an employer by a law with no statute 
of limitations would seem to inevitably weaken the 
effectiveness of the law and hurt the very people 
it is supposed to help. 

The cause of civil rights and equal opportunity 
is poorly served when a mere alteration of the in- 
terpretation of the rules can be used as a mcasurc 
of retroactive extortion. Civil rights and equal op- 
portunity are two-way streets upon which both 
employer and employees should be free to travel. 


Giant Giveaway 


Reportedly, the deficit in the federal govern- 
ment’s budget for the 1971 fiscal year will top 
$20 billion — about $100 for every person in the 
country. Fiscal 1972 will probably see another fed- 
eral deficit of $20 billion or more — another $100 
of national debt for everyone in the country. In 
just two years, federal deficits will approach $50 
billion. The total debt of the federal government 
stands just short of $400 billion—nearly $2,000 per 
person. Interest on this incomprehensible total 
equals roughly $400 a year for a family of four. 

With pressure increasing for expanded welfare 
programs of one kind or another including social 
security, health insurance, housing, medical care 
and so on without end, the prospect in the years 
ahead for bringing the public debt under control 
appears to be virtually nil — as is the outlook for 
controlling inflation. The one factor that could 
change the picture is a public awakening to the fu- 
tility of the political strategy of trying to give away 
dollars faster than inflation destroys their value.

As for prevention to keep 
skunks away from the house in 
the first place: ‘Use shotgun"; 
“Live in city’; “Live trapping”; 
“Build house on tall, slippery 
stilts’; “Dig moat and stock 
with alligators"; and ‘Be nice 
to them, it’s not the skunk 
that’s bad, it’s what he does if 
he doesn't like you.” 

To get rid of skunks holed up 
under a cottage, one writer rec- 
ommended waiting until the little 
stinkers were under the building, 


deep in front of the exit. ‘The 
skunk comes out, fails into the 
hole and can’t get out. You shoot 
him’ and then fill the hole, cov- 
ering cacrass and odor all at) 
one time,’ he said. (He forgot | 
to mention what happens if the:

Most seriausly recommended 
antidotes for skunked people and; 
pets included baths with vigor-, 
ous scrubbing, using canned to-! 
mateos (pulp was better than: 
the juice); ammonia; vinegar;

bleach; kerosene; nail polish re- 
mover, witch hazel; blackberry, 
juice; and deodorant.
